Applicant requests the accompanying application be examined under the rules for 
accelerated examination contained in MPEP §708.02(VIII). The requisite petition fee as 
sent forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.170) is enclosed. 

In the event this petition is granted and a restriction requirement is made by the 
Examiner, Applicants will elect claims grouped with claim 1 without traverse. 

One pre-examination search was made in the U.S. Patent Office of class 424/subclasses 
468, 472, 473, 474, 475, 479, 480, 481, 482. A second search of Chemical Abstracts, 
USPATFUL, Derwent WPI (class A61K), the European Patent Office (class A61K9/20- 
32: pills with coating and controlled release) and US classification 424/480 was carried 
out. Search terms for the latter search include: controlled release, (shaped) core, (partial, 
external etc.) polymer coating, aperture, hole, etc., planar (release) face/surface. A 
second pre-examination search was made in the U.S. Patent Office of class/subclass 
424/468, 472, 473, 474, 475, 479, 480, 481 and 482 for insoluble coatings containing 
water-soluble pore-forming materials

distinguishes the present invention from the closest prior art has been included. Copies 
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of the cited patent documents have been enclosed as part of an Information Disclosure 
Statement.
